This Amendment modifies the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) filed 
herewith. With this Amendment, claims 1-3, 5, 6. and 8-13 have been amended to clanfy 
Applicant's invention. Claims 1-19 remain pending in the application and are presented for 
reconsideration and allowance.

Claims 1 3-8, 10-13, and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Woodruff et al. U.S. Patent No. 5,607,275. Claims 2, 9, and 14 are ^^^^ 

under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Woodruff et al. U.S. Patent No. 5,607,275 

in view of Dodd et al. U.S. Patent No. 3,809,263. 

With this Amendment, independent claims 1 and 8 have each been amended to clanfy 

that the latching hub is a unitary latching hub. In addition, independent claim 13 has been 
amended to clarify that the latching hub has a plurality of peripheral surfaces and that the 
object contacts at least one of the peripheral surfaces of the latching hub. 

With respect to the Woodruff et al. and Dodd et al. patents, neither of these patents, 
individually or in combination, teach or suggest an object retention system as claimed m 
tended independent claim 1, a method for securing an object in a rotatable carousel as 
claimed in amended independent claim 8, nor an object retention system as claimed in 
amended independent claim 13. For example, the Woodruff et al. patent discloses a cartridge 
handing library 30 including a hub 34 having planar peripheral faces 52 (col. 3, hne 64 - col. 

4 line 15) with each hub peripheral face having "selectively mountable" thereon a rack 
holder plate or rack mount 1 10 for holding cartridge racks 60 (col. 5, lines 56-59). The 
Examiner considers rack mounts 1 10 of the Woodruff et al. patent to be part of hub 34. Rack 
mounts 1 10 of the Woodruff et al. patent, however, are "selectively" secured on hub 34 (col. 

5 lines 61-64). As such, rack mounts 1 10 of the Woodruff et al. patent are not a umtary 
smacture with hub 34. In addition, cartridge racks 60 of the Woodruff et al. patent contact 
base plates 1 12 of rack mounts 1 10 (see Figs. 4-6). Cartridge racks 60 of the Woodruff et al. 
patent, however, do not contact peripheral faces 52 of hub 34. 

In view of the above. Applicant submits that independent claims 1. 8, and 13 are each 
patentably distinct from the Woodruff et al. and Dodd et al. patents and, therefore, are each « 
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a condiUon for allowance. Furthermore, asdepetaten, claims 2-7 further define patency 
aistinc. claim 1, dependent claims 9-12 further define parent, disdnc. dam, 8 a*. 
fcpendentclaims 14-lSfurther define palentablydisdncl claim 13, Applicant suonuu the, 
m ese dependent claims am also in a condidon for allowance. Applicant, therefore 
^pectfdly requests Utar dte .ejection of Cairns 1, 3-8, 10-13, «td 15-19 under 35 U.S.C. 
10 2 (b > and the rejecdon of Cairn* 2, 9, and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) he rt.ons.dered artd 
withdrawn and that claims 1-19 be allowed.
